© Our Privateers of America have taken 

* many Prizes already; @ noble AGion of one of 
* them, a Sloop of 25 Hands, whofe Mafter’s Name 
* was Hall, deferves particularly to be mentioned. 
* This Privateer Sloop went to a Town on she Main 
* named Porto de la Plata, in the Dav-time, with 
* only 7 or 8 Hands appearing on the Deck, four of 
* which he took afhore with him in the Long-boar. 
* As foon as he landed he went to the Magiftrate and 
‘ the Pricft, and told them he had got a finc Cargo, 
* and that if they would ftep on board the Sloop and 
‘ fee ir, the ee ee have the Whole or Parr as 
‘ it fuited theit Conveniency; accordingly the Magi- 
© ftrate and the Prieft went on board with Capt. Hall, 
* who having carry’d them into his Cabin, and given 
‘ them a Glafs or two of Wine, ask'd them what 
© kind of a Man the Governor af the Fort was, and 
: defired them to give him « Line of Rccommenda- 
‘ tion to him, becaufe otherwife, as he came upon 
‘ the private trading Account, it might be unfafe for 
‘ him to continue there till his Goods were difpofed 
‘ of. The two Spaniards not fufpeing any thing, 
‘ wrote a Letter accordingly, which as foon as Capr. 
© Hall had got into his Poifeflion, he immediately br 
‘ them under Confinement and went afhore himfelf, 
« with four Men only, the Captain and each of his Men 
‘ being arm'd with two Pair of Piftols, which th 

‘ hid under their Cloaths; Capt. Hall had likewife

* Fort, was to be hoilted up for a Signal for the Men 
‘ on board the Sloop to come on fhore, Capt. Hall 
¢ waited upon the Governor of the Fort with the Let.

© board: The Governor received the Captain very 
* courteoufly, defired him to walk in and accept of a 
¢ {mall Collation, and the Governor and Capr. Hall 
‘ being alone, the Captain clap’d a Piftol to the Go- 
‘ yernor’s Breaft, tuld him he was bis Prifoner, and 
‘ bid him as he valucd his Life to make no Noife, the

I think an Obfervation or two may naturally sri‘ 
from the foregoing Account of Capr. Hall's Expedi- 
tion, which may not greatly redound to the Honour 
of the M————y, For, 

If Capt. Hall could take the Town and Fort of 
Porto de la Plata with Four Men oly, why are not 
fome Land-Forces immediately fent him? Is there 
any Reafon in the World to doubt but that fuch a 
brave and experienc’d Officer, with a File of two of 
Mufqueteers, which might eaſily be {pared off Sr. 
Fames’s Guard, would fo-n make himfclf Moſſer of 
all the Spanifh Dominions in America ? and thereby 
enable us fo command a Peace upon our own Terms, 
without any Negociations or Mediation whatever. 
But it is plain the M——y could never have been in 
carneft in earrying on this War. for if they bad, not 
only Porto Bello and Porto dela Plata, but ih Peru aod 
Mexico, might by this Time have been in our Poflef- 
fion ; for is not che meanef Citizen in London Poli- 
tician enough to be able re inform. Then, Have 
they not been told a thoufand Times by the Craft/- 
man, Common Senfe, the Champion, the Farthing Poſt, 
and almoft every Paper that comes our, how cheap, 
how eaſy and expeditious it is, to tranfpore Troops, 
Ammunition, Provifion, and Warlike Stores of all 
Kinds to the Weft-Indies ? how healthy a Climate it 
is, how plentiful a Country, and how agrecable ia 
every Refpect co the Englihb Conftitution and Manner 
of living ; that the Paflage is fo Mort, and the Ac- 
commodations of all Sorts are naturally fo good on 
Board of all Tranfports whatever, that it feldom or 
never happens that any Man dics in the Voyage, un- 
leſe it is of fuch Diforders or Diftempers that would 
in all Probability have kill’d him if he had flayed ac 
Home ; that there can be no manner of Danger of 
lofing any of our Men in Aétion,becaufe the Spaniards 
will moft certainly all run away as foon as our Troops 
appear, and leave them in the free and uniorerrup:ed 
Poffeffion of every Place where they land ; or if any 
Spanifhb Governor fhou'd happen to be fo obftinate and 
fool-Lardy as to make a Shew of Refiftance, and ren- 
der it neceffary for usto make an Encampment, of 
form a Siege, what caa be more pleafant or healthy 
for the Soldiers, or contribute more to make them 
ftrong, active and vigorous, than to lic in Tents, or 
work in che Trenches, in a Country where there is 
fo much bright and fine Sunfhine in the Day, and 
fiich cool refrefhing Dews inthe Night, and where 
they may amufe themfelves fo agreeably, when they 
are off of Dury, with catching Mofquitozs, and kill- 
ing Rattle-fnakes ? But what is to be expeéted from 
— who are fuch Enemies to their Country in 
general, and to Trade in particuler, which all the 
World knows never flourifhes fo well as in a War 
with Spain, ae to check that noble Ardour of their 
Countrymen for War, which fo eminenily diftin- 
guifhes itfelf at prcfeat, when the Advantages of it 
are fo great, fo immediate, and fo apparent, and the 
Loft fo little and fo inconfiderable, if ic was to be 


profecured with Vigour and Effect in the Manner 
that has been above-mentioned.
